GAINS GROUND

Young Sydney referee 
Gary Power had a ‘“‘jaun- 
diced’? midweek match 
last week. 

In the Blacktown v 
Sydney clash at Marconi 
Stadium, postponed 
from an earlier round, he 
flashed the yellow card 
nine times—but one of 
them was later cancelled 
at the intervention of 
linesman Barry Wilkin- 
son. 

Power's performance 
established a Sydney 
record: this is the 
highest number of of- 
ficial cautions ever han- 
ded out in a Sydney PSL 
match. 

However, it is not an 
Australian PSL record: 
Barry Fowler holds that 
dubious honor. 

In a 1978 match bet- 


ween Newcastle and 
Brisbane City, he 
cautioned all Brisbane 


City players except two 
plus one from 
Weg te for a total of 
1 


You would expect to 
hear about trench war- 
fare after such an 
cugeinis of yellow car- 


s. 
But this is what our 
reporter, the completely 
reliable and experienced 
Myles Hay wrote then: 
“Despite the spate of 
cautions, there appeared 


nothing vicious or 
spiteful about the 
game...” 

Much the same can be 
said about Power's 
yellow mood of last 
week. 

Wheatley, Mullen, 


Watson, Rasmussen and 
O'Connor received their 
cautions for ordinary, 
“regulation” fouls; some 
‘of them didn't even ap- 
pear to be fouls in the 


first place. 
Hormazabal was 
cautioned for another 


foul—and Barnes for 
making some verbal 
comment on the incident 
while Spanos was yellow 
carded for“'dissent.””

In all honesty—and 
without trying to defend 
any of the players in- 
volved—none of them 
seemed to commit a 
serious enough crime to 
warrant a caution. 

Yet, in the same mi 
ch, some peculiar i 
cidents went un- 
punished. 

In the second half, right 
in front of the referee, 
Djordjevic went over the 
ball, taking Watson's 
ankle; no caution. 

‘Later, near the sideline 
on the Hill side, two or 
three players were e: 
changing punche: 
again, no caution... 

Power is a fairly inex- 
perienced, young referee 
and maybe he wanted to 
assert his authority on 
the game with this 
yellow avalanche. 

Instead, he merely 
drew attention to a 
serous problem in our 
game. 

‘An increasing number 
of referees almost 
automatically couple 
cautions with freekicks. 

The FIFA rule inter- 
pretations state: 

The player is cautioned 
by the referee (without 
expulsion) for— 

—rough play; 

—criticism of the 
referee’s decision; 

—damaging remarks 
concerning ather players, 
spectators or referees; 

—temporarily leaving 
the field of piay without

notifying the re 
before; 

—other less important 
unsporting gestures. 

The most common, of 
course, are rough play 
and criticism of. the 
referee's decisions. 

Rough play cannot be 
always equated with a 


ree 


hard, even crunching 
tackle. 
Soccer today has 


athletic and competitive 
that there are simply no 
soft tackles—or the player 
won't be tolerated by his 
coach. 


The great fashion in 
Australia is to caution 
players for “dissent.” 

The rule inter- 
pretations speak about 
“criticism”—which isn't 
exactly dissent; it's more 
than that. 

‘A player, in a moment 
of anguish, calls out 
querying the referee's 
decision—and he is 
booked for dissent. 

It might have been no 
dissent, merely a query 
or an outcry; are referees 
in such special caste~ 
system that they cannot 
tolerate the idea of a 
player questioning (not 
criticising) their 
decision? 

“Foul language” is a 
common charge—even by 
referees who themselves 
‘swear like troopers during 
the game at the players. 

Players often burst out 
with an oath—and some 
referees get offended at 
once. 

The same player and 
referee can have a drink 
at the bar and, like the 
vast majority of 
Australian males (and 
more and more 
females...) use the same 
“foul! language in. their 
casual discussion. 

It's not regarded as of- 
fensive, even the famous 
four-letter words which, 
in the Australian 
language, are used as ad- 
jectives rather than 
swear words. 

We are not advocating 
lawlessness on the fields: 
what is needed is com- 
monsense. 

Neither are we 
engaging in “referee 
bashing”; it’s part of our 
policy not to criticise 
referees unless 
something extraordinary 
warrants it. 

But we believe more 
and more referees con- 
fuse a caution with the 
awarding of an ordinary 
freekick. 

Their practice of 
issuing yellow cards 
left,right and centre may. 
be seen as a way to 
reduce  offences—but 
the - proliferation _ of 
cautions proves. other- 
wise. 


Obviously, if the yellow 
cards were _ proper 
deterrents, their number 
would gradually 
decrease. 

But that's not the 
case. 

We went through our 
records (guaranteed to 
be 95% reliable) since 
1977 and had a look at 
matches" where there 
were multiple cautions 
— four or more per 


game. 

These are the num- 
bers: 

1977: 10 matches. 

1978: 14 matches. 

1979: 24 matches. 

1980: 23 matches. 

1981: 21 matches (only 
21 rounds counted). 

We also dissected 
these figures to see 
which teams are involved 
in such multiple-caution 
matches and this is the 


result:

The extremely high 
figure for Sydney City and 
Marconi makes one think:

Not a great deal can be 
heard yet about the over- 
seas teams due here for 
the World Youth Cup 
finals in October.

Another weakness of the “split-up” argument 
is: where would we have 24 or 28 top quality teams 
for East and West? 

Ididn't say adequate teams or fairly strong 
teams — but top teams. 

The present Philips League includes quite a few Mi 
stragglers: no need to mention them as everybody oe 
can rattle them off. Sao 

Imagine the dilution if we had 24 or 28 teams... 

The simple truth is we don’t have enough top 
quality players for our present 16 PSL teams — let 
alone for more, ‘ 

Many of our teams — even top teams — in- 
clude players whose standard falls below the 
required level. 

So where would we get those extra players 
needed — about 200 to 220 of them — for the ex- 
trateams?
